What was also curious was that foreign 
dealers did not seem to place as much of a price premium on high quality coins as did the U.S. dealers, thereby 
enabling me to purchase more. 


Without the resources to collect everything, | soon narrowed my pursuit to the scarcer multiple Talers — particularly 
triple-Talers and larger. Who could afford to own such large pieces 400-500 years ago? How cumbersome were they to 
handle? | tried to limit my purchases to those with substantial eye appeal, so | ultimately acquired a small number of 
exceptionally pleasing pieces over the years. | have less time to enjoy these large and elusive silver artifacts today, so | 
am content to let others treasure them. Who knows, when | retire in 30 years, | just may start a new collection”

Rev: COS IT (in exergue). At left, Poseidon stands r., his left foot on a rock, holding a trident upright in his right hand and resting upon his 
knee his left arm, hand extended; behind him a rocky outcrop upon which a dolphin rests, nose down and tail upward. At right, Athena 
stands l., resting her left hand on her hip, and placing her right hand on a branch of an olive tree, against which she rests her spear; her 
shield (seen from the interior) is set upright behind her; a snake coils from the base of the tree, its body writhing upward behind Athena 
and re-emerging between Athena and her shield. Choice XF, lightly porous patina, some encrustation and scratches on the reverse. 


Commentary: The Rome mint rarely produced silver medallions before the 3rd Century A.D., and this example of 
Hadrian (perhaps the equivalent of 8 Denarii) may be unique. Far more significant, however, is the quality of its engraving, 
for the portrait can be attributed with confidence to the ‘Alphaeus Master’, the most renowned die engraver of the Roman period. 


The ‘Alphaeus Master’ likely was a member of Hadrian’s inner circle, and he may, in fact, have been the sculptor Antonianus (Antoninianus) 
of Aphrodisias, whose style epitomized the Hadrianic revival of Greek classicism. His body of work was recognized by Charles Seltman, and 
can be seen not only on this silver medallion, but on bronze medallions of Hadrian (Gnecchi pl. 39, 3 and pl. 42, 3-4), medallic sestertii of 
Hadrian (see Sotheby’s, 1990, Hunt Sale I, lot 134), and provincial bronze medallions honoring the emperor’s companion Antinoiis. 


The portrait style, inscriptions, and symbolism of this medallion suggest it was struck late in Hadrian’s reign, probably for his vicennalian (20th 
anniversary) celebrations. By this time, Hadrian’s infatuation with Greek culture was so complete that it had given rise to a belief that he was an incar- 
nation of Zeus (Jupiter). As testament to his delusion of divine kinship, the obverse shows Hadrian with a scepter over his left shoulder. 


The reverse speaks of Hadrian’s patronage of the Greeks - specifically his love for Athens, the epicenter of Greek civilization and his favorite city. 
Poseidon (Neptune) and Athena (Minerva) are shown competing to become the patron of Athens. In the competition, both were asked to produce 
gifts. Poseidon’s gift of a spring failed to impress when the spring issued saltwater, but Athena’s gift of a sacred olive tree growing on the Acropolis 
was well received. Athena was judged the winner and was adopted as the patron goddess of the city, which thereafter assumed her name. 


The scene on this medallion probably is based upon a sculptural group or bas relief monument of the artist Alkamenes. His ‘peaceful’ version of this 
mythological episode was passed over in favor ofa violent depiction that came to adorn the west pediment of the Parthenon. Alkamenes’ version, which 
showsa calm Poseidon trying to converse with a reflective Athena, was not lost however, for Pausanius tells us it earned a place ofhonor on the Acropolis. 


A direct parallel to this scene is found on a sardonyx cameo gem engraved c. 40-30 B.C. which now resides in the collection of the National 
Archeological Museum in Naples. The fact that it was carved more than 150 years earlier suggests its prototype had been familiar to Romans for 
centuries before this medallion was struck. 

Dies with this scene were also used by Hadrian for medallic bronzes struck using portrait dies of regular-issue sestertii (Gnecchi pl. 146, nos. 8 
and 9). Variants of the scene appear on medallions of Marcus Aurelius (as Caesar?), and later still on bronzes produced for the Athenians during 
the 2nd and 3rd Centuries A.D. Accompanied by NGC photo proofs. Ex: Numismatica ARS Classica AG, Auction #18, Zurich, March 29, 2000.

In 1797, the Bank of England stopped redeeming its paper notes 
for gold (shades of America recently!) because of “difficulties,” 
not excluding the coming war with Napoleon, which is another 
way of explaining that the nation went off the gold standard 
(albeit temporarily). The public was disquieted. To stem the 
alarm, the Bank decided to force into circulation a large supply of 
foreign milled crowns (mainly Spanish silver, from various mints 
and sources), and monetized them for British use by stamping 
them, on the foreign monarch’s bust, with a counter or tool on 
which had been engraved a tiny head of King George. The coins 
had an intrinsic silver value, in the day, of four shillings and nine- 
pence, or 4/9 as it was customarily noted. Being a bank, the Bank 
upped the value of its specie stock, of course, to the nice round 
number of five shillings, or a crown, per coin. Much of the public 
was fooled but not the pundits, who made fun of the mad king 
whose face stared at them as well as of the Bank, but the Bank 
cared little, if at all, as it had secured an instant profit on its vault 
holdings. In reaction, the British public, being ever enterpris- 
ing, soon began counterfeiting the stamps of King George and 
passing off underweight coins! The Bank’s idea had been that 
the public might conveniently receive an even number of these 
Bank Tokens, or Dollars, in exchange for its own five-pound ban- 
knote. Genuine counterstamps, as seen on this and the next lot, 
are squarely and deeply impressed, leaving a notable miniature 
national portrait within the larger, foreign portrait. No doubt the 
symbolism of British superiority was lost on no one! By 1804, the 
Bank changed its mind and its stamps, and had the mint apply a 
larger stamp (as seen on $3766 pieces), but these proved no more 
difficult to replicate by the reviled “counterfeiters” (as if the Bank 
of England were thoroughly honest) and were quickly copied 
by the money bandits outside the Bank. The entire project soon 
ended, however, as Napoleon forced the British to engage in battle 
after battle in his mad rush to conquer the world. The Bank then 
issued its own new coins (see the one coming up in two lots), 
and went back on the gold standard when it issued the famous 
Military Guineas in 1813, which were coined entirely to pay mer- 
cenary troops on the Continent, who refused silver. Thus ended a 
curious brief era in English numismatics, leaving collectors with 
an interesting assortment of these historic pieces.

George V bronze Pattern Penny by Lavrillier 1933, P2284, Fr786, 
exceedingly rare, only 4 pieces believed to exist, struck by the Royal 
Mint (at Tower Hill). Bertram Mackennal was the official mint 
engraver at this time, and his initials, B.M., appear on the pennies 
and other coins of this rule, and they appear here as well, on the 
king’s truncation, just to the right of the initials A.L., the “A” in the 
shape of a delta, standing for the French artist to whom this pattern 
is attributed, Andre Lavrillier. It would seem that his conception for 
this penny might have been engraved, or overseen, by Mackennal. 
Peck points out the various differences seen on this piece compared 
to design elements on the normal issue, the most distinctive being 
the fastidious detail given to engraving the king’s hair, beard and 
moustache. This creates a far more dramatic looking (and lifelike) 
image than the one seen on the standard coins of King George V. 
Freeman points out that this piece may well exist because the mint 
wished to produce a portrait which would eliminate the “ghost- 
ing” so frequently seen on the earlier pennies of King George. The 
smaller head which had first been used in 1928 (S4055 style) had 
reduced the ghosting effect, but it persisted to some extent, and 
evidently this pattern was the product of this ambition. It was never 
adopted, of course, and the coinage of this king ended within a few 
years. For numismatists, the result was the major rarity produced 
by Lavrillier and Mackennal. And here is a wonderful and famous 
specimen, having earlier been in the collection of Mrs Emery May 
Norweb. It appeared as Lot 1149, Spink sale #56, 19 November 1986. 
It sold then for 4,100 Pounds. Mrs Norweb purchased it in May 1958 
from Baldwin’s, London. It was described in the Norweb Collection 
sale as “As struck, toned” and now is graded PR65 BN by NGC (slab 
serial #3257953-001). Also ex Colin Adams Collection. It is a superb 
piece, sharply impressed by the proof dies, showing only the most 
minor handling marks, glowing with a gorgeous brownish faded 
red reflective luster, its design images offset by deeply beaded rims 
that are squared off but gently beveled. The edge is plain. There is a 
diagnostic, tiny round spot of oxidation just touching the king’s hair 
by the “O” of OMN, and a faint long broken scuff just above the “B” 
in Mackennal’s initials. This is a great penny rarity, of marvelous 
design and execution, as well as a sheer visual delight. Only 4 exist, 
according to Peck. Currency 1933 pennies are almost unobtainable 
as well, so 1933 is a magical date in modern English numismatics. 
Only one lucky collector will manage to secure it in this sale, after 
which it may go back into “hiding” for another two decades, if not 
longer.

At the beginning of the reign of King George 
V, in 1911, he stirred his creative juices as few others had, with 
tremendous vigor, and the results were his smaller Octorino or 
8 Pence and this large pattern, expressed in various ways but 
hoped to be a new Double Florin, as had occurred briefly during 
Victoria’s declining years. Alas, Huth’s dreams for a luxurious, 
bold new coinage came to naught. All we have are a scant number 
of samples of his genius, as seen here. The cataloguer (BL) has 
handled a fair number of these, and they always seem to be con- 
servatively graded when slabbed. This is among the finest extant 
pieces. Some seen in England have been mishandled. Not so, this 
delightful specimen!

Felipe V, King of Spain, known as Philip to most of the world, was 
born at Versailles on December 19, 1683. The first king of the Bourbon 
dynasty (which rules Spain to this day), he inherited the kingdom from 
Charles II, who died without an heir. Felipe actually reigned twice, 
from 1700 to 1724, and then again from 1725 to 1746. He produced 
a massive and varied coinage, the best of which feature his armored 
bust, and flowing locks cascading down over his shoulder. 

In 1732, the mintage of gold coins was changed at the Mexico City 
mint from the medieval style featuring a huge cross and the royal 
crest to the portrait type. The initial dates of 1732 and 1733 are very 
rare, with only the letter “F” being featured as the assayer’s initial (this 
changed to “MF” in 1734). The specimen we present here is nothing 
short of amazing, seemingly in better condition than the Cayon plate 
coin and certainly better centered. Krause simply lists this coin as 
“Rare” while Calico calls it “Muy Rara” (or Very Rare). The buyer of 
this wonderful specimen will certainly make a significant addition to 
his/her collection.

He was at the right place 
at the right time when the Spanish viceroy sent him, as a mere 
colonel, in command of a royalist force to eliminate the last of the 
freedom fighters of 1810-20, Vicente Guerrero, but Iturbide was 
no Napoleon Bonaparte, his hero. Unable to overwhelm Guerrero 
he joined forces with him, turned the troops around, and “took” 
Mexico City in the autumn of 1821. Much like a Roman general 
entering Rome might have hoped to do, Iturbide got his troops to 
shout his name out in the streets as emperor, and the feckless con- 
gress simply gave in, and awarded him an Imperial Crown in May 
of 1822. The event signaled the end of Spanish control of Mexico, 
and real independence was now a fact. This piece and similar 
tribute medals were created, along with a very limited coinage, 
all showing Iturbide looking remarkably like Napoleon! But he 
was no charismatic hero to the people of Mexico, who soon tired 
of his antics. When revolts broke out, Santa Anna (and ironically 
Guerrero) marched against him, and he abdicated rather than 
die, in March of 1823. He fled to Italy. Like Napoleon, within 
months he attempted to “come back,” but failed again and ended 
up a captive, and soon executed, dying by firing squad in July of 
1824. Chaos would reign for some years in Mexico, but then a 
new Republic blossomed, and with it new coinages. Iturbide was 
quickly forgotten, but his charming coins and medals remain in 
memoriam.

21925 Republic Cap and Rays 8 Reales 1827-Pi JS, San Luis Potosi Mint, 
KM377.12, Pi-02 (Dunigan/Parker, Resplandores), MS63 NGC. This 
style of Ocho Reales in silver, the famed plata of the Republic that 
blossomed from the ashes of Iturbide’s brief “empire,” was minted in 
vast quantities throughout Mexico for three quarters of a century. In 
total, 14 different mints struck these coins, and they became hugely 
popular in world commerce. 


The mint in the city of San Luis Potosi, in the heart of central Mexico, 
opened late in 1827, and struck 8 Reales almost without interruption 
until the mint’s closing in May of 1893. In its opening year, the year 
this coin was minted, very few coins were struck at the mint—among 
those struck were two different (and extremely rare) varieties. 


Juan Sanabria, the mint’s assayer from 1827 to 1842, designed the 
first type with his signature “Sa” immediately to the right of the 
mint mark (Pi), and left of the date, but soon this style of annota- 
tion was replaced by “JS” as the assayer’s signature moved to the 
right of the date. The initials were moved probably “to conform with 
the law and the coins being issued by the other mints,” as authors 
Dunigan and Parker state in their book (page 347). The first version 
produced a more balanced legend, placing the date centered at the 
bottom, beneath the cap in the exergual location. It gave the coin a 
more aesthetic appearance, or so we must assume was the engraver’s 
intention. But the second stylistic version conformed to the stan- 
dard, and from then on the mint at San Luis Potosi produced 8 
Reales of this style. 


Dunigan and Parker describe this coin as excessively rare, with only 
“about half a dozen” known. More importantly, the coins that have 
been recorded up to today are in fact generally of low grade, with 
the average condition, according to Dunigan and Parker, being 
“around Fine.” One of the known pieces is even holed (and a plate 
coin in their book). We have not seen the two pieces they described 
as EF and AU. 


The coin presented here may well be the finest extant specimen. 
Its surfaces are completely original, exhibiting a fine old cabinet 
patina, a well-set yet delicate silvery gray toning enhanced by a 
pleasing hint of russet color. The strike is compelling, the design 
is well centered within deep and broad denticles that are incred- 
ibly uniform (compare the plate coins for reference!), the high rims 
are virtually without blemish, and even the edge is not corroded or 
stained but fresh and unspoiled. The eagle is just about fully struck 
(from dies of shallow engraving), and the rays surrounding the cap 
are uniformly sharp in strike, and well detailed. There is a diagnos- 
tic, squarish mark near the right top of the cap, and a fine die break 
snakes through the four longest rays on the left, just touching the 
top of the 8 and curling down through the date to end exactly under 
the 7. The eagle’s beak pierces the snake, while the serpent seems to 
be peering back at the eagle in distress. The eagle’s eye is clear, but 
void, while the snake’s eye is actually crisp in detail! Sanabria cap- 
tured this classic motif just superbly. 


All in all, the visual aesthetic here, even in natural or dull light, is 
“splendid”! And what about the concept of opportunity, or “rarity” if 
you will? If you are a collector of 8 Reales, chances are you need this 
issue. If you have the finest of all collections of these, here’s a unique 
opportunity to upgrade! If you collect Mexican coins just by type, or 
Latin American by type, or world crowns that simply “speak to” col- 
lectors for their importance, or for their beauty, this coin has to figure 
among the most exciting coins in existence. Its historical signifi- 
cance in Latin American numismatics cannot be overstated. As such, 
it could be the centerpiece of any advanced collection, of any of the 
styles of collecting just listed. If you are a scholar of Mexican numis- 
matics, you understand this coin instinctively. For one and all, here 
is a simply extraordinary coin worthy of close inspection, and sure 
to elicit spirited bidding — for it is a masterpiece in Mexican silver!

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 
Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins in his youth, and as a teenager in 1963 began advertising coins for sale in national 
publications. Seven years later, at the age of twenty, he opened Steve Ivy Rare Coins in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, Steve Ivy 
Numismatic Auctions was incorporated. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief numismatist, buying and selling hundreds 
of millions of dollars of coins during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and the name of the 
corporation was changed to Heritage Rare Coin Galleries. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management of the marketing and 
selling efforts of the company, the formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations with financial institutions. He 
remains intimately involved in numismatics, attending all major national shows. Steve engages in daily discourse with industry leaders on 
: all aspects of the rare coin/currency business, and his views on grading, market trends and hobby developments are respected throughout 
the industry. He serves on the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (and was immediate past president), is the current Chairman of The 
Industry Council for Tangible Assets, and is a member of most leading numismatic organizations. Steve’s keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active 
participation in other organizations, including past or present board positions on the Texas Historical Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where 
he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, and national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest 
collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 





James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Jim Halperin and the traders under his supervision have transacted billions of dollars in rare coin business, and have outsold all other 
numismatic firms every year for over two decades. Born in Boston in 1952, Jim attended Middlesex School in Concord from 1966 to 1970. 
At the age of 15, he formed a part-time rare coin business after discovering that he had a knack (along with a nearly photographic memory) 
for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but after attending three semesters, 
he took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim personally supervised the protocols for the 
first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries to the top of the 
industry in less than four years. In 1983, Jim merged with his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy, whom Jim had long admired. Their 
partnership has become the world’s largest and most successful numismatic company, as well as the third-largest auctioneer in America. 
Jim remains arguably the best “eye” in the coin business today (he won the professional division of the PCGS World Series of Grading). In the mid-1980s, he 
authored “How to Grade U.S. Coins” (now posted on the web at www.CoinGrading.com), a highly-acclaimed text upon which the NGC and PCGS grading 
standards would ultimately be based. Jim is a bit of a Renaissance man, as a well-known futurist, an active collector of EC comics and early 20th-century 
American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time 
novelist. His first fictional novel, “The Truth Machine,” was published in 1996 and became an international science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for 
movie development by Warner Brothers. Jim’s second novel, “The First Immortal,” was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark 
Hall of Fame television miniseries. Jim is married to Gayle Ziaks, and they have two sons, David and Michael. In 1996, with funding from Jim and Gayle’s 
foundation, Gayle founded Dallas’ Dance for the Planet, which has grown to become the largest free dance festival in the world. 





Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of ten, 
he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer’s table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, and 
by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President and Manager of the 
firm’s rare coin business. Today, as an owner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm’s private client 
group and working with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest items 
and most important collections handled by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the world’s largest 
numismatic purchase according to the Guinness Book of World Records), the legendary 1894 San Francisco Dime, the 1838 New Orleans 
Half Dollar, and the 1804 Silver Dollar. During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion of rare coins, collectibles and art, and 
provided expert consultation concerning the authenticity and grade condition of coins for the Professional Coin Grading Service (PCGS). He has provided 
expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and for the Federal Trade Commission (FTC). He has worked with 
collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and 
entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Additionally, Greg is a Sage Society member of the American Numismatic Society, and a member/ 
life member of the PNG, ANA, and most other leading numismatic organizations. Greg is also Chapter Chairman for North Texas of the Young Presidents’ 
Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored “The Collectors Estate Handbook,” winner of the NLG’s Robert Friedberg 
Award for numismatic book of the year. Mr. Rohan currently serves on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, in his second 
appointed term. He and his wife, Lysa, are avid collectors of rare wine, Native American artifacts, and American art. 





Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull’s managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 
for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of all 
inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage’s successful employee-suggestion program has 
generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and improve 
employee retention. Paul oversees the company’s highly-regarded IT department, and has been the driving force behind Heritage’s web 
development, now a significant portion of Heritage’s future plans. As the only numismatic auction house that combines traditional floor 
bidding with active Internet bidding, the totally interactive system has catapulted Heritage to the top rare coin website (according to 
Forbes Magazine's “Best of the Web”).

Paul maintains an active interest in sports and physical fitness, 
and he and his wife have three children. 





Todd Imhof - Vice President 

Todd Imhof did not start collecting coins in his teens, unlike most professional numismatists. Shortly after graduating college, Todd 
declined an offer from a prestigious Wall Street bank to join a former high school classmate in his small rare coin firm in the Seattle 
area. In the mid-1980s, the rare coin industry was rapidly changing, with the advent of third-party grading and growing computer 
technologies; as a newcomer, Todd more easily embraced these new dynamics. He soon discovered a personal passion for rare coins, 
and for working with high-level collectors; in 1991, he co-founded Pinnacle Rarities, a firm specialized in servicing the savviest and 
most prominent collectors in numismatics. At 25, he was accepted into the PNG, and currently serves on its Consumer Protection 
Committee and its Legislation/Taxation Issues Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join the Board of Directors for the Industry Council 
for Tangible Assets, later serving as its Chairman (2002-2005). 





Todd enjoys a reputation that is envied by the entire numismatic community, and his relationship with Heritage’s most prominent clients, who seek his 
expertise and integrity, has only strengthened over the years. Clients and colleagues are impressed by his ability to navigate complex deals with unsurpassed 
professionalism. By understanding what each collector is trying to accomplish, Todd has the uncanny ability to identify the perfect coins at the right prices.

Warren became interested in coins at an early age, with his first purchase from B. Max Mehl’s Rare Coin Encyclopedia in 1947. He 
was also encouraged by a cousin who was a bank teller during the late ‘40s and early ‘50s, “at a time when it was not unusual for commemorative half 
dollars, Indian cents, Seated coins, and even an occasional Bust issue to cross the bank counter. At Georgia Tech, Warren was a member of Delta Sigma 
Phi fraternity, along with fraternity brother John Hamrick. To his first coin shop in Atlanta came customers with such interesting items as bags of Ptolemaic 
bronzes, and a hoard of BU Colombian 8 and 10 reales. According to Warren, “These 2 purchases sparked a passionate interest in world coins that 
continues today.” In 1968, Warren joined Jack Boozer and Doug Weaver in business in Waco, Texas, where he first met Steve Ivy. Warren later moved back 
to Georgia, where he ultimately became a partner with John Hamrick at WorldWide Coin Investments of Atlanta. “World-Wide was one of the largest coin 
companies in the world at the time, and purchased such rarities as an 1894-S dime from Jerry Cohen, the Hydeman 1913 Liberty nickel (for $100,000), 
the Idler 1804 dollar ($80,000) from Abe Kosoff, an 1838-O half dollar, and an 1876-CC twenty cent piece. We exhibited these coins at numerous coin 
shows and the 1913 nickel was featured in an episode of Hawaii 5-O entitled The $100,000 Nickel.” During the 1970s, Warren began more extensive travel 
throughout Europe and Asia to buy coins. In 1979, he first joined forces with Steve Ivy, opening an office in Atlanta. Associations with Richard Nelson and 
Ronald J. Gillio followed thereafter. After more than a decade in business for himself, Warren has once more joined forces with Heritage. 


Cristiano Bierrenbach - Director of International Sales 

Cristiano Bierrenbach was born in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil and has been a coin collector since the age of 9 after finding a little box with his 
grandfather's coins. He has lived in Sao Paulo, Madrid and attended Bucknell University in Pennsylvania where he received a degree in 
management in 1996.

Scott Cordry - Assistant Director of World Coin Auctions 

Scott Cordry has been collecting coins since he was a lad of 10, in 1959. Like many other numismatists, he started with a Redbook 
and a few of the blue Whitman Cent, Nickel and Dime folders. When the American coins that he needed got too expensive (“that is, 
when they were more than face value”), Scott began to collect world coins. His first interest was in Swedish coins, engendered by a 
visiting semi-athletic team that passed through San Diego.

The arbitration shall 
be conducted in Dallas, Dallas County, Texas in accordance with the then existing Commercial 
Arbitration Rules of the AAA.
